OAKLAND FORM CHART. 



A dispatch from Louisville to the Enquirer of ^ 
yesterday, says: “The track at Churchill Downs 
was in good condition today, but no fast work ^ 
was shown by any of the horses there. 

**John Rodegap worked all of his string a 
good, stiff gallop for the purpose of getting them 
tightened up for work tomorrow if the track is 
in good condition. While one of Mr. Rodegap’s ^ 
fillies was breezing a fast clip up the back- 
stretch she went over the rail with her jockey, ^ 
and together both horse and jockey went roll- 
ing across the inside track. Everybody ex- ^ 
pected to see both horse and rider killed, but, * 
miraculous as it may appear, neither was in- * 
jured. ' 

“Mr. Rodegap is working Kentucky Farmer 
according to his own idea, and no one seems 
able to get anything like a line on the colt. Mr. 
Rodegap lets no one know anything about his 
business, and it is useless to (luestion him about 
his horses or their work. 

“Lieutenant Gibson has not been given any 
work of consequence this week. The colt was 
brought out this morning and galloped around 
on the inside track twice and then taken back 
to his stall. Owners and trainers are comment- 
ing on the fact that Gibson is being given too 
little work with the Derby so close at hand. It 
is thought that several of the Derby candidates 
will be worked about a mile and an eighth to- 
morrow. 

“There seems to be an idea that Schorr is fit- 
ting Sam Phillips for the Kentucky Derby, 
although those who have seen the colt work at 
Memphis say he is doing absolutely nothing in 
the way of getting into shape. Unless Schorr 
is fixing to turn the trick with Phillips he will 
no doubt start Erode, who ran second to Flori- 
zar in the Tennessee Derby. Erode does not 
like mud, but if the track is fast on May 3 he 
will undoubtedly face the starter on that day. 

“T. E. McDowell is preparing His ExceUency 
at Lexington for the Kentucky Derby,rit is 
said. 

“Next week, with a good track, all of the 
Derby candidates will be set down for good, 
hard work, and not until then will they be sent 
the full Derby route, nor can a line be got on 
them tUl then as to what they are actually 
capable of doing. 

“An epidemic of coughing has developed 
among the horses at the track. It is not ac- 
companied by any fever, however, and the 
horsemen are not alarmed over it. It is thought 
to be due to the changeable weather of the past 
ten days. 

“Application was received at 'the track today 
from ‘Hops' Laudeman for stable room for a 
string of fourteen horses, which wiU arrive here 
from Memphis on April 30.”

There is an interesting yarn back of the story 
of how J. J. Marklein gathered together the 
stable of youngsters which he is now racing 
with such .success at Montgomery Park, 
Memphis. It appears that when Mr. Mark- 
^ein left the employ of L. V. Eell, James 
IfcCormick, who had signed to train for 
the latter, ordered a general cleaning out 
of the cheaper yearlings, which Marklein 
liad purchased when he presided over the des- 
tinies of the Eell establishment. Marklein 



offered to take some at cost price. Mr. McCor- 
mick was glad to unload them on the Cincinnati 
turfman, and Marklein selected and purchased * 
at moderate prices Garry Hermann, The Mecca, 
Earbara M., Harry PuUiam and one or two 
others. 

AH of these named have won races at Mem- 
phis, and turfites are wondering what the Eell 
stable possesses, if those which Marklein owns 
are the “culls” of the bunch.— Morning Tele- ! 

graph. 

“Eud” Doble and Johnny Campbell have ■ 
formed a partnership, so it is said, and have 
secured a division of “Lucky” Ealdwin’s stable 
of runners, which they intend to bring east this 
season and campaign at St. Louis and Chicago. 
W\ J. Speirs of O’ConneU fame wiU also handle 
a division of the Ealdwin stable. Ealdwin him- 
self has announced that he will spend the sum- 
met at Cape Nome in search of gold. Doble, 
with the possible exception of Ed Geers, is the 
greatest trainer and driver of light-harness 
horses ever seen in this country. He drove Dex- 
ter to his record in ’67 and afterwards handled 
such celebrities as Goldsmith Maid, General 
Eutler, Nancy Hanks and AxteU. This is his 
first appearance on the running turf. 

Johnny CampbeU, like Doble, ts also an old 
harness horseman. When he went on the run- 
ning turf he formed a partnership with George 
V. Hankins, of Chicago, and together they es- 
tablished the famous Chicago Stable, at the head 
of which was Terra Cotta, the greatest race 
horse of his day. Later on the firm of Walcott 
& Campbell campaigned one of the most suc- 
cessful stables on the Metropolitan Circuit, win- 
ning two Erooklyn Handicaps with Castaway 
II. and Diablo. CampbeU also “prepped” Mar- 
cus Daly’s colt Ogden when he won the Futurity 
with “Doc” Tuberville in the saddle. Ealdwin 
has a big string of horses at San Francisco. In 
the bunch are La Goleta, Los Medanos, Nor- 
ford, Reina de Cuba, San Venado, Hindoo 
Princess and a whole fleet of two-year-olds by 
Emperor of Norfolk, Santiago, Amigo, Rey el 
Santa Anita, Honduras and other famous Santa 
Anita sires.— St. Louis Republic. 

The metropolitan race tracks are filling up 
fast with high-class thoroughbreds. Walter E. 
Jennings is at Sheepshead Eay with fourteen 
head from San Francisco, the noted sprinter 
Eendoran being among the number. John E. 
Madden arrived at Morris Park on Wednesday 
night from Kentucky with twenty head, includ- 
ing sixteen two-year-olds. Charles T. Patter- 
son, of Ornament fame, also arrived from Ken- 
tucky with six head, including five highly bred 
two-year-olds. Approval, 4 ; Gulden, 3 ; Kil- 
marnoc, 3 and Lady Massie, 3, comprise the 
older horses of the Madden string. The leader 
among the youngsters may possibly be Eobs, a 
beautiful chestnut son of Henry of Navarre and 
Soubrette. There is also a handsome bay colt 
in the string by Eothen— Maori, and is, there- 
fore, fuU brother to the mighty Ethelbert. In 
Patterson’s lot are Kentucky, 3; Delmarch, 2; 
Historian, 2; Handwork, 2; AH Green, 2, and 
Quiz, 2. Handwork is by Hanover, and is one 
of the highest tried colts in the west.— New York
